NANCE’S LAD was considered in 1956 and in 
1955 as one of the country’s leading sprinters. 
Throughout his racing career Nance’s Lad 
turned in some brilliant performances . .. a 
new track record for 61% furlongs . . . won 
at 11¢ miles in 345s off Belmont’s record time 
. . came with a rush to win the Paumonok 
under highweight of 125 Ibs... . and won 
the fastest renewal of the Toboggan in its his- 
tory, six furlongs in 1:08%5 under 126 lbs. 


Nance’s Lad won $167,550. Due to an accident 
in a schooling gate, Nance’s Lad did not make 
his first start at 2 until December 30 when 
he ran away from a field of 2-year-olds by 12 
lengths.

A Matter of Height 


“From my experience in breeding and 
racing horses, superior conformation is 
the most important ingredient in success,” 
wrote veteran horseman Robert W. Col- 
lins in this month’s Horsemen’s Journal. 

“Included in conformation in my opin- 
ion is also the matter of size. Size is one 
of the most necessary things to have in a 
horse, if he is to be a high-class horse. 
The more on the leg that a get of a 
stallion are, the more certain he is to be 
a success; and, unless he has some height 
himself, he is not likely to get too many 
which have.” 

Collins’ advice to stallion owners: in- 
clude the animal’s height in all advertise- 
ments of the horse. 


Manure 


Incidental intelligence in the Lexington 
Leadw: 

“Thoroughbred horse manure—if_ it’s 
packed properly—can be shipped through 
the United States mail.”

The Second Man 


Miami. The tall. angular groom stooped under the leather 
bar. entered the stall. and started to saddle a handsome dark 
hay colt. 

“Every day. every day.” the groom crooned. “I had the 
blues.” 

The song was appropriate. The object of the groom’s min- 
istrations was Lincoln Road. the game little front-runner which 
the past year finished second in 5 major stakes, including the 
Kentucky Derby and Preakness. To top off a frustrating year 
for trainer Vie Sovinski. Lincoln Road not only lost the Stars 
and Stripes Handicap by a nose. but injured a tendon in the 
race. He had not raced since —a period of 5 months. 

Sovinski has the colt at Gulfstream Park now. and he be- 
lieves he will come back. Lincoln Road is galloped 15¢ miles 
every morning. and he will start breezing at the end of this 
month. 

“He got hurt and we stopped on him, that’s all.” Sovinski 
said. “We've had him back galloping since October 28. and 


he’s doing all right. We're pointing for the big ones — the 


MeLennan and the Widener and the Gulfstream Handicap.” 

The groom led Lincoln Road out of the stall. and it was 
apparent that the colt had not changed much since leaving 
Florida last April. He had neither gained nor lost weight dur- 
ing his lay-off: he remained a solid’ well-defined colt. of aver- 
age size. 

Exercise boy Oscar Patton was up on Lincoln Road for his 
morning gallop. Sovinski accompanied the colt to the track on 
his Albino pony: let him go at the three-eighths-pole and then 
trotted back toward the head of the backstretch to pick him 
up on his second go-round. 

Lincoln Road started off bucking and playing. finally settling 
into a slow gallop. When the work ended, Patton dismounted 
on the track and walked the colt back to the barn. 

“So far, so good.” Sovinski said. “I won't have any ex- 
cuses.” He paused, then added. “If the big horse comes back. 
Cll be mighty happy. If he does. he'll be the one to beat.” 

Sovinski pointed at a colt named Floridian Sun. “He must 
have been second 5. 6 times this year. Boy. I’m a great man 
for seconds. You turn a couple of Lincoln Road’s seconds 
around and T make a lot of money.” 

Lincoln Road. a 3-year-old dark bay colt by With Pleasure— 
Efficiency. by Sweep All. raced 10 times in 1958 and never 
was out of the money. He won only once — the Jersey Stakes 

but was within a half-length of Tim Tam in the Florida 
Derby and Kentucky Derby. and was beaten 115 lengths by Tim 
Tam in the Preakness. 

In the 9 races which Lincoln Road failed to win. he was 
heaten a total of only 9 lengths. 

If Lincoln Road fails to stand up. Sovinski can take solace 
ina group of yearlings he rates “the best I’ve ever had in 22 
years.” 

The group includes 7 colts and 3 fillies. The colts are: 
Faleon Flight. by *Agitator Il; Venetian Way, by Royal Coin- 
age: Royal Service. by *Royal Gem IL; Rockwell. by Revoked: 
Biscayne Blvd.. by Bolero: Viking Warrior. by “Norseman; and 
Crafty King. by Crafty Admiral. 
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The fillies are Joy Supreme. by Revoked; Grand Season. 
hy On Trust; Eden’s Express. by Spy Song. 

Grand Season is a particularly fine-looking filly, about 
1514 hands and easy to handle. 

“Tl tell you this.” Sovinski said. grinning. “We'll be in the 
Derby in 1960.” 

A few days later. Sovinski’s 3-year-old Little Porter, second 
only to Lincoln Road in the Sunny Blue Farm Stable, made his 
first start of the Tropical meeting. He went off at 19-1, took 
the lead leaving the backstretch. and just missed after a bitter 
drive against “Innishowen. 

The second-place jinx seemed to have a tight hold on So- 
vinski. but *Innishowen had to set a track record for the 1)‘; 
miles — 1:41 —to nip Little Porter. 

Hoop Band. which held the record until *Innishowen’s big 
race. was 4-5 in the $10.000-added City of Miami Handicap 
December 6 and about the same price to re-establish a record 
time in the 1,),-mile stakes. He had set a track record for 5)2 
furlongs (1:02%5) on opening day. and obviously loved the 
track. 

But the odds-on favorite not only failed to set a record. he 
could finish no better than third. Mrs. Tilyou Christopher's

after putting away Charlie’s Song on the 
backstretch. maintained his speed in a 
hard drive for a 114-length victory.

As a racing board member Voynow sces 
no conflict of interests in belonging to 
the newly formed American Thoroughbred 
Owners Association.

Ever since colonial days American coastal shipping had iost considerable time and been subjected to treacherous waters 


because of the lack of a canal across Cape God. 


In 1909 August Belmont began construction of the Cape Cod Canal 


(arrow), but the venture became a financial nightmare because of excessive rock. Five years were required to finish the 
project, and the total cost exceeded $15 million. The U. S. government finally purchased the canal in 1926 for $11,500,000. 


In 1909. when August Belmont formed 
a company to build a canal across Cape 
Cod, the project was conceived as a profit- 
able investment and as a notable improve- 
ment in coastal transportation. At the 
location selected for the canal, from Buz- 
zards Bay to Barnstable Bay. it was only 
8 miles across Cape Cod. The canal would 
shorten by 75 miles the route of ships 
along the East Coast. and it would elim- 
inate some treacherous water. There had 
been many shipwrecks around the Cape 
in stormy weather, and it was supposed 
that most ship owners would be happy to 
pay a canal toll to save time and increase 
safety. 

Unfortunately. the engineers who made 
the preliminary estimates for Belmont did 
an ineredibly poor job. They reported 
that only a moderate amount of rock 
would be encountered, and that the work 
would be completed in 2 years at a cost 
of about 5 million dollars. 

On June 22. 1909, the first shovel of 
earth was turned by August Belmont in 
ceremonies at Bournedale. Mass. This was 
one of the few occasions when affairs 
went smoothly on the Cape Cod Canal. 

Within a few months it was discovered 
that there was a tremendous amount of 
solid rock to be blasted and removed, and 
in the spots where rock was not a serious 
problem drainage was poor. Some of the 
investors quickly lost. their enthusiasm, 
and Belmont acquired an even. larger 
block of stock. In retrospect. he made a 
serious blunder by not abandoning the 
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project and writing off the loss as soon as 
possible. However. the second August Bel- 
mont. like his father, seldom weakened, 
once he had made up his mind. The basic 
difference was that the senior Belmont 
never would have attempted to build a 
canal. 

As the months and years dragged by, 
most of August Belmont’s fortune went 
into the canal. He borrowed heavily to 
finance the tremendous construction costs, 
including $500.000 from Mrs. E. H. Harri- 
man and a large sum from Joseph E. 
Widener. 

Finally the canal was completed, and on 
July 14, 1914. it was formally dedicated. 
The total cost was nearly $16 million; 
there was no chance to earn a profit. If 
the tolls were set too high, the ships would 
continue to go around the Cape. With a 
reasonable toll, the canal never would 
handle enough traffic to pay a dividend. 

During World War I the U. S. Govern- 
ment took over the canal. which proved 
its value in protecting wartime shipping, 
as Belmont had predicted in 1909. At the 
end of the war the canal was returned to 
Belmont’s company, and there ensued a 
6-year struggle to persuade the Govern- 
ment to buy the canal. Attempts to get a 
bill through Congress authorizing the pur- 
chase were sidelined because of the high 
asking price. Belmont—and after 
death in December, 1924, his executors— 
sought to recoup as much of the loss as 
possible. The asking price varied between 
$11-$12 million. 


Opposition to  Belmont’s price was 
strong, and not without good reason, The 
canal’s profit reached its highest point in 
1924, when income exceeded operating 
expenses by $272,765. This was a return 
of about 1.6 per cent on the investment. 
Many Congressmen suggested that a pur- 
chase price of $2-$4 million would be 
quite adequate for such a canal. 

Another fly in the ointment was the 
fact that the Government would have to 
spend a huge sum—estimates ranged from 
$10-$24 million—to widen and deepen 
the canal, whose limited capacity affected 
the company’s revenues. 

In 1926 a bill to purchase the canal for 
$11.500,000 finally squeaked by the House 
and Senate. The bill probably would never 
have gained approval if the canal purchase 
had been the only issue. It was an excel- 
lent example of pork barrel legislation. 
including clauses for the improvement of 
waterways and harbors in New England. 
New York, Illinois. along the Missouri 
River, and in California. 

During the discouraging years of the 
Cape Cod Canal, Belmont was cheered by 
some notable Turf successes. His first 
great horse in this period was Tracery, 
by *Rock Sand—*Topiary. by Orme. 

Belmont had purchased the 6-year-old 
*Rock Sand (Sainfein—Roquebrune, by 
St. Simon) in the summer of 1906 from 
the executors of Sir James Miller for 
£25,000. *Rock Sand had lost only 4 
times in 20 starts from 2 to 4. His vic- 
tories included the Woodcote, Coventry, 
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Tracery, 1909, *Rock Sand—*Topiary. by Orme. 


*Hourtess, 1914. *Negofol—Hour Glass Il. by *Rock Sand. 


and Champagne Stakes at 2. the triple crown at 3. and the 
Hardwicke, Princess of Wales's. and Jockey Club Stakes at 4. 
He entered the stud in England in 1905, and made 2 seasons 
there before Miller died. His first season at the Nursery Stud 
in Kentucky was in 1907. 


*Rock Sand’s first) American crop included the stakes 
winners Trap Rock and Flint Rock. Tracery, from his second 
crop. was his first champion. Since racing had been suppressed 
in New York. Tracery was sent to trainer John Watson at 
Newmarket. Because of various ailments. usually reported as 
spavins, Tracery did not race at 2. He made his first start at 
3 in the Derby. certainly an ambitious task even for a colt of 
ereat ability. Although handicapped by his disdain for work- 
outs. Tracery ran well, but the best he could do was third. 
6 lengths behind the winner Tagalie and 2 lengths behind 
Jaeger. 

In his remaining starts at 3 Tracery was an easy winner. 
taking the St. James’s Palace. Sussex, and St. Leger. He fin- 
ished the season with earnings of £9.647, and English Turf 
writers. who were not always generous in their appraisal of 
American horses. acclaimed him as best of his year. 

Tracery’s goals at 4 were the Aseot Gold Cup and the Eclipse 
Stakes. He began with an easy triumph in a 12-furlong plate at 
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StroMBOLI, 1911. Fair Play—St. Priscilla. by *Rayon d’Or. 


Newmarket. and he was accorded an excellent chance of beat- 
ing the great 5-year-old *Prince Palatine in the Ascot Gold 
Cup. 

Running easily in the Gold Cup. Tracery had entered the 
stretch several lengths in front of his field when a man dashed 
from the infield with a suffragist flag in one hand and a 
revolver in the other. He grabbed Tracery’s bridle. and the 
horse was thrown to the ground. fortunately without injury. 
*Prince Palatine came from behind in the final furlong to 
win by a length. 

Trecery did not have a chance to test *Prince Palatine again. 
He started only 3 more times. winning the Eclipse and Cham- 
pion Stakes, finishing second in the Jockey Club Stakes. He 
entered the stud the following year at Leopold de Rothschild’s 
stud in England. 

A. J. Joyner, one of America’s greatest Thoroughbred train- 
ers. who trained the Belmont stable himself for a number of 
years and was an observer during the entire 32 years that the 
second August Belmont raced horses. was training in England 
at the time Tracery ran. Years later he said. “I think Tracery 
was the best horse ever raced by Belmont. Several of my 
English friends who observed his sire have told me_ that 
Tracery was definitely a better horse than *Rock Sand.” 

Tracery remained in stud in England until 1920. when 
Belmont sold him to the Argentinian breeder S. J. Unzue for 
£53.000 ($254.400). This incredible price was not actually as 
high as it appeared. The £53.000 was paid at the official rate 
of exchange: the Argentinian peso at the time was pegged 
far above its actual value. Unzue also received all of Tracery’s 
stud fees for 1920. about £10.000. After the horse had stood 3 
years in Argentina, Unzue sold a three-quarter interest to an 
English syndicate. and Tracery returned to England in June. 
1923. He died about 14 months later. 

Descendants of Tracery were influential on 4 continents. 
Among his good sons were Papyrus. Abbots Trace. *Waygood. 
Pantheon. Monarch, and Copyright, and his daughter Teresina 
was one of the best race mares of her time. Copyright’s son 
Congreve became the most successful sire in Argentina; Pan- 
theon was exported to Australia. where he Jed the sire list: 
Marconigram, a sen of Abbot's Trace. also became a leading 
sire in Australia: Teresina produced *Alibhai. *Gino. and 
*Shahpoor, and the Irish Oaks winner Theresina, dam of 
Turkhan. 

Another of *Rock Sand’s 1909 foals was the Prix de Diane 
(French Oaks) winner *Qu’Elle est Belle Il. 

After the hand of the reformer had fallen upon American 
racing. August Belmont established the Haras de Villers at 
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*VubLcain, 1910. *Rock Sand—Lady of the Vale. *Rayon d’Or. 
Foucarmont, France. and from 1908 to 1914 mares were shuttled 
back and forth across the Atlantic with some regularity. Thus 
*Qu’Elle est Belle IL was foaled in France, and did her racing 
there. In addition to her Oaks victory, she won the Prix la 
Rochette and finished third in the Poule d’Essai des Pouliches 
(French One Thousand Guineas). 

It has been written that Belmont weakened his American 
stud greatly during the 1908-1914 period by sending most of 
his mares to France. This was an exaggeration, since the 
ratio of mares at the Nursery to those at the Haras de Villers 
usually was about 2 to 1, and *Rock Sand and Fair Play 
remained in America. 

The French stud was headed by tht stallions Ethelbert and 
Flint Rock. Ethelbert, which did most of his racing for Perry 
Belmont. made a great beginning in the stud, siring Fitz 
Herbert and Dalmatian, but after August Belmont purchased 
him he got nothing of his own class. Flint Rock broke down 
after winning the Dominion Handicap at 3 in 1911. Belmont 
had great hopes for him, but he also proved a failure. 

Fair Play was not such an immediate success as “Rock Sand, 
although his first crop included the good runner Stromboli. a 
gelding out of St. Priscilla. by *Rayon d’Or. A moderate racer 
at 2 and for the early months of his 3-year-old season, Strom- 
boli came to life in the fall of 1914, when he won the Saranac. 
Jerome. Manhattan, and Baltimore Handicaps. In the Ballti- 
more he defeated Roamer at 1,'; miles in track-record time. 

In 1915 as a 4-year-old Stromboli won 7 of 17 starts, his 
victories including the Metropolitan. Kings County, Suburban, 
Belmont Park Autumn. Pimlico Fall Serial. and Bowie Handi- 
caps. His versatility was indicated by the fact that he equaled 
the Pimlico track record for 6 furlongs in the Fall Serial and 
a few days later missed the track record for 1°4 miles by two- 
fifths of a second while winning the Bowie by 15 lengths, 

Stromboli’s victories were fewer at 5 and 6, but he continued 
to rank among the country’s hest handicap horses. At 5 he took 
the Saratoga Handicap under 121 pounds, beating Ed Crump. 
Friar Rock, *Short Grass. The Finn, and Regret: and the 
Municipal Handicap, in which he beat Roamer with a one- 
pound concession. At 6 he took the Kings County and Schuyler- 
ville Handicaps, each under 124 pounds. Fair Play had greater 
sons in later years, but Stromboli was the last good one to race 
for Belmont until Ladkin appeared in 1923. 

From his third crop *Rock Sand got the high-class colts 
Rock View and *Vuleain and Man o° War’s dam. Mahubah. 
Rock View. out of Golden View. by Hastings—*Fairy Gold. 
was a good colt at 2. when he won 5 of 13 starts, but he asserted 
his supremacy at 3, when he won 5 of 7, including the Withers.

His only 
defeats were in handicaps. In one of these he conceded the 
winner 19 pounds and in the other he gave 6 pounds. 


*Vuleain. out of Lady of the Vale. a good race mare out 
of the outstanding runner Lady Violet. was another French- 
bred foal. He failed to run at 2. but at 3 he was one of the 
best of his year, winning the Prix Miss Gladiator, Prix Noailles. 
and Prix Reiset and finishing third in the Prix Juigne and 
Prix Daru. 

Mahubah, out of *Merry Token. by Merry Hampton, ran 
only 3 times at 2 and twice at 3. winning a maiden race. Her 
racing career fell into the pattern of most of the fillies bred 
at the Nursery Stud during the last 15 years of August Bel- 
mont’s life. During his early years. fillies were raced about as 
much as the colts, and the stable included the champions Lady 
Violet and Beldame. In his later years. he beeame convinced 
that excessive racing was harmful for potential broodmares. 
Apparently the case which hardened this policy was that of 
Beldame. which was raced 3 years and failed to produce any- 
thing approaching her own class. 

Mahubah was named by Mrs. Eleanor Robson Belmont. the 
noted actress who married August Belmont in 1910. Mrs. Bel- 
mont, who named many of the Nursery Stud Thoroughbreds. 
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First great stallion owned by August 
Belmont Jr. *Reck Sand, 1900, 
by Sainfoin—Roquebrune, by St. Simon, 
purchased in 1906 for £25,000. Win- 
ner of 16 of 20 starts in 3 seasons,

including the triple crown, *Rock Sand 
sired the outstanding runners Tracery, 
*Vuleain, and Friar Rock, and among 
the horses produced by his daughters 
were Man o’ War, *Hourless, *Epinard, 
*Blue Grass, Chatterton, Okapi, etc. 


said Mahubah was an Arabic greeting 
which she had heard in Tunis, meaning 
“may good things be with you.” 

*Rock Sand sired many other noted pro- 
ducers. including Oktibbena of 
Sweepster, Okapi). Epine Blanche (dam 
of *Epinard). Hour Glass IL (dam_ of 
*Hourless and *Blue Glass), Chit Chat 
(dam of Chatterton). and before he left 
the United States in 1912 he got another 
outstanding son, Friar Rock. 

Friar Rock. like Fair Play. was out of 
*Fairy Gold (Bend Or—Dame Masham, 
by Galliard), which Belmont had bought 
in England in 1903 for $18,000. In addi- 
tion to Fair Play and Friar Rock, she 
threw the good race horses Flittergold 
and Fair Gain and Golden View, dam of 
Rock View. Before her importation she 
had produced the Ascot Gold Vase win- 
ner Golden Measure and the fine 
ducer St. Lucre. Nursery Stud would 
have been a success without her, but she 
can be said to have contributed more than 
any other one mare Belmont owned.

Friar Rock as a 2-year-old won the 
Whirl Stakes at Belmont Park. He dom- 
inated both the 3-year-olds and the handi- 
cap division the following year. his  vic- 
tories including the Belmont Stakes. Sar- 
atoga Cup. and Brooklyn and Suburban 
Handicaps. The 3-year-old crop that year 
contained no other colts of special merit, 


but Friar Rock also defeated the best 
older horses the country. including 


Roamer. Pennant. The Finn. and Regret. 

Shortly after the Saratoga Cup Belmont 
sold Friar Rock to John E. Madden for 
a reported $50.000. This came as a shock 
to many ebservers. who thought that Bel- 
‘mont would want *Rock Sand’s 
American-raced son at the Nursery Stud. 
Belmont. knew Friar Rock's 
value was high after the Saratoga Cup. 


however. 
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and he knew that the Nursery Stud had 
many *Rock Sand and Fair Play mares. 

Selling at the proper time had been 
illustrated earlier in the sale of *Rock 
Sand himself. As the brief sketch above 
indicates. *Reck Sand was well worth 
£25.000 in 1906. His record in Amereca 
Wes so outstanding that Belmont was offer- 
ed £25,000 in 1912 by a French syndicate. 
*Rock Sand was shipped to France in 
the fall of 1912, but stood there only 2 
seasons before dying in the summer. of 
1914. 

possible reason for *Rock Sand’s 
sudden demise was that he was a glutton, 
and had to be bedded on sawdust to pre- 
vent overeating. He was also exceptionally

was padded to a height of about 4 feet 
to prevent him from injuring himself by 
kicking. 

A year after Friar Rock came *Hour- 
*Negofol—Hour Glass IL. by 
*Rock Sand. *Hourless was conceived at 
the Haras de Villers in France, foaled at 
Lenpold de Rothschild’s Southcourt Stud 
in England. With World War I disrupting 
racing in Europe. he was brought to the 
U.S. as a yearling in 1915.

The following year *Hourless lost only 
twice. with a legitimate excuse each time. 
He was unplaced in the Brooklyn Derby, 
run on an off track, and was beaten a nose 
by *Omar Khayyam in the Lawrence 
Realization after receiving a poor ride. 
*Hourless had a known aversion to muddy 
tracks. but he had won his other races in 
such convincing style that the stable de- 
cided to run him. 

*Hourless’ 5 included — the 
Withers, in which he beat Campfire; the 
Belmont (by 10 lengths): the American 
Champion Stakes. in which he beat *Omar 
Khayyam at level weights at 114 miles. 
setting a new Belmont Park record of 
2:02: and the Southampton and Amity- 
ville Handicaps. both of which he won 
under 130 pounds. 

Beginning in 1909. August Belmont bred 
at least one outstanding herse each year 
for 13 years. The crack from the 1915

crop was Lucullite, a son of Trap Rock 
(Tracery’s brother) out of Lucky Lass. by 
Ormondale. At 2 Lucullite won the Juve- 
nile. Youthful. and Colorado Stakes, fin- 
ished second in the Keene Memorial and 
third in the Tremont Stakes. It appeared 
that his career might be ended prema- 
turely after the Hopeful Stakes. in which 
a kick by another horse splintered a bone 
in his leg. 

Because of the injury Lucullite missed 
the rich 2-year-old stakes in the fall. and 
he was trained with only moderate suc- 
cess at 3. He came back at 4 as one of 
the best of his age. winning 9 of 16 starts 
against a tough handicap division. 

His stakes wins came in the Manhattan, 
Aqueduct, Edgemere, Clarendon. Bramble, 
Lexington. and Mt. Vernon Handicaps. 
The last-named race probably was his most 
impressive. since he beat Old Rosebud 
(126) and *Sun Briar (128) while carry- 
ing 127 pounds. W. S. Vosburgh. however, 
thought Lucullite’s best performance was 
against the great sprinter Billy Kelly in 
the Toboggan Handicap. Giving Billy 
Kelly 11 pounds and suffering interference 
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during the race. Lucullite lost by only a 
head. 

Lucullite’s greatest’ triumphs came in 
1919. when he ran for Samuel C. Hildreth. 
who trained the Belmont stable and who 
bought a number of horses from his patron 
after the United States entered World 
War I. 

Although he was 65 years old in 1917. 
Belmont offered his services to the Army 
and was commissioned a major. He was 
sent to Spain. where he was in charge 
of procuring supplies for the AEF in 
France. lronically. his largest order was 
for mules. 

Although he raced through 1917. Bel- 
mont’s stable was almost abandoned the 
following year. when it was decided to 
offer the yearlings at public auction. In- 
cluded in this crop, of course. was Man 
o War. which represented the Fair Play 
—*Rock Sand cross. Although he was a 
promising big yearling. there was no indi- 
cation in the summer of 1918 that he was 
to become one of the greatest horses of 
the American Turf. Fair Play’s best per- 
formers were yet to show their class. Ma- 
hubah, winner of a maiden race. had only 
one previous foal. When Samuel D. Rid- 
dle bought Man o° War for $5.000 at 


Saratoga. it seemed an exceptionally good 
price. 

As the years passed, the number of 
trainers and owners who bid $4,900 and 
“would have” bid more increased to the 
point that a hall would have been re- 
quired for a meeting of the “I almost 

> club. In 1920 Belmont himself took 
advantage of hindsight. He said: 

“IT have long had my own ideas about 
untried mares in the stud. Many great 
race horses bred at Nursery have been 
preduced on this plan. Man o° War and 
Lucullite are 2 of the latest out of such 
dams. Mahubah and Lucky Lass were 
deficient in constitution to begin with. 
but they had the speed and the blood. 
and in time they developed that consti- 
tution which every race horse must  pos- 
sess and they passed it on to their off- 
spring. ... I had planned to keep Man 
o War out of the auction, but a few days 
before the sale at Saratoga. fearing that 


“my action would not be understood. he 


was sent along with the rest. He brought 
only $5.000 [third highest price in a con- 
signment of 22]. as against almost thrice 
that amount for some of the others, and 
I marvelled at the time that he had sold 
so low.”

MICHIGAN 
Inglis Stew 


Michigan racing commissioner James H. 
Inglis. already in hot water over his rac- 
ing-date proposal, last week was put in a 
stew by a citizens group which is calling 
for higher taxes. 

Inglis proposed a 117-day  flat-racing 
season in Michigan next year. 3 days fewer 
than in 1958. E. E. Dale Shaffer. Detroit 
Race Course president. called the schedule 
“ridiculous” and promised that he would 
protest at a hearing scheduled by Inglis 
for December 9, and James Bellanca. 
Hazel Park vice president, said Inglis’ 


action was “a piecemeal chipping away 


of our racing dates.” 


Last week Shaffer and Bellanca got 
support from John G. Cella. newly elected 
chairman of the board of directors of the 
Thoroughbred Racing Associations. Cella 
sent the following wire to Michigan Gov. 


G. Mennen Williams: 


“A reduction in the Thoroughbred rac- 
ing season proposed by your racing com- 
missioner and announced in the Daily 
Racing Form has greatly concerned our 
entire membership. The reported reasons 
for his action are entirely without factual 
basis inasmuch as figures for the 1958 
season in) Michigan show substantial 
increase in daily average Thoroughbred 
racing attendance. rather than a decrease. 
It is difficult to understand such arbitrary 
action in the face of the reported financial 
condition of the State of Michigan. ~ 


Cella’s reference to the financial condi: 
tion of the State of Michigan probably had 
been brought to mind by a citizens ad- 
visory committee report filed last week 
with the Conlin Legislative Tax Study 
Committee. The Conlin committee had 
been looking for new ways to raise tax 
revenues in Michigan. and the citizens 
committee recommended that racing be 
tapped for an additional $2.200.000 an- 
nually. The state already receives more 
than 7!5 million dollars each year in rac- 
ing taxes. 

The citizens committee called for an in- 
crease in pari-mutuel taxes to yield an 
additional one-million dollars. Repeal of 
a section of the present pari-mutuel bill. 
allowing Michigan towns in which race 
tracks operate to receive up to $500.000 
annually from the state’s take. would pro- 
duce the other 1.2. million. 

To help the communities compensate 
for this loss in revenue. the committee 
would allow each city to levy a 50-cent 
admission tax. Based upon 1958 attend- 
ance. such a tax would return a total of 
$1.090.250.

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The TRA Convention 


The Thoroughbred Racing Associations 
last week held its annual convention in 
San Francisco. John G. Cella. president 
of Oaklawn Park. in Arkansas, was elect- 
ed president pro tem and chairman of 
the board of directors of the 42-track or- 
ganization. succeeding James D. Stew- 
art. of Hollywood Park. who is completing 
his second term as TRA president. 

Other officers elected at the 4-day con- 
vention were Donald P. Ross, Delaware 
Park. vice president: James E. Dooley, 
Narragansett Park, secretary; and John 
A. Morris. New York Racing Association. 
treasurer. All of the 15 directors were re- 
elected. and it was voted to enlarge the 
board to 18 members. Named to the new 
posts wert Benjamin F. Lindheimer. Eu- 
gene Mori. and John C. Clark. 

Chairman of the board is a new post 
within the organization, corresponding 
roughly to that of president in past years. 
The organization will have a paid presi- 
dent. to be named later. and he will take 
over many of the duties of Spencer Dray- 
ton. who resigned as executive secretary. 
Drayton will continue as president of the 
Thoroughbred Racing Protective Bureau. 

As is customary at TRA 
the floor was given to representatives of 
many racing organizations. Among the 
speakers were John R. Ring. president, 
National Association of State Racing Com- 
missioners: Calvin Rainey, representing 
The Jockey Club: John Manfuso, of the 
Horsemen’s Benevolent and Protective 
Association: Oscar C. Levy, vice president 
of the American Totalisator Company: J. 
Samuel Perlman, editor and publisher of 
Daily Racing Form and Morning Tele- 
graph: Bert Thompson, managing director 
of Jockeys Guild; Alfred E. Shelhamer. 
representing the Society of North Amer- 
ican Racing Officials; Al Wesson, presi- 
dent of Turf Publicists of America; Clark- 
son Beard, president of the Grayson 
Foundation; Dr. Edwin A. Churchill, 
president of the American Association of 
Equine Practitioners; and James M. R. 
Galser. West Coast division of the U. S. 
Equestrian Team. W. J. Hirsch, of the 
American Trainers Association, and Fred 
W. Hooper. of the American Thoroughbred 
Owners Association, could not attend, but 
sent statements which were read to the 


conventions, 


convention, 


Three major addyesses were presented. 
Wiliiam Fitzgerald, of the Washington 
State Racing Commission, delivered a 
paper on race track fires, and Stewart 
and Drayton made their annual reports 
on the activities of the TRA and TRPB. 


Portions of their addresses follow. 
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James D. Stewart 


In spite of a general business recession 
which caused considerable economic con- 
cern during the first 6 months of 1958, 
Thoroughbred racing suffered no alarming 
decreases on the whole and apparently, 
when the final figures are in, the sport 
will have recorded another peak year. 
Attendance will probably reach a new 
all-time high in the vicinity of 33.000,000. 
And the pari-mutuel handle. which is the 
measure of public participation our 
sport, will set another record. 

During the past 2 decades the increas- 
ing population of the United States has 
been a challenge and an inspiration to all 
business and industry with something to 
sell, be it automobiles or entertainment. 
Just how successful Thoroughbred 
racing has been in attracting its share of 
the potential audience is demonstrated by 
the figures on the growth of racing at- 
tendance and the increase in the adult 
population of the United States. 

1943. the year after TRA was 
formed, the adult population of — the 
country increased 21.8 per cent. 


Since 


During the 15-year period. attendance 
at Thoroughbred race tracks increased by 
approximately 200 per cent. 

In 1943. race track attendance equalled 
12.8 per cent of the adult population. 

This year it will be more than 31 per 
cent of the population, 

During the past decade. Thoroughbred 
racing's growth continued to maintain a 
healthy lead over its potential customers. 
attendance increasing by 30.7 per cent 
while the adult) population had gained 
10.2 per cent. 

We. of course, realize that between 1943 
and 1958 the number of racing days per 
year increased markedly. but even so the 
figures I have just cited indicate the sub- 
stantial progress we made in capturing the 
interest. of the sportsminded public. 

This progress could not have been made 
without the collective action of TRA mem- 
bers which made it possible: 

1. The code of standards by which 
we operate. which is a unique self-im- 
posed regulatory code. 


2. The establishment of the Thor- 
oughbred Racing Protective Bureau, 
which, entirely aside from all its 


practical benefits to racing, has done 
more than can be estimated toward build- 
ing public confidence. 

3. A service bureau which has main- 
tained a constant flow of features. facts 
and figures in releases and booklets to 
the media of communication the country 
over, the extensive use of which is re- 


flected in the day-to-day coverage by the 
TV. 

4. A better understanding among vari- 
ous allied groups within the industry. 

All these have played an important role 
in building and solidifying the public ac- 
ceptance of Thoroughbred racing as good 
sport and business. 

Nineteen fifty-eight has been an excel- 
letn year for Thoroughbred racing from a 
publicity standpoint. Top races were tele- 
vised from all parts of the country on net- 
work shows. Probably never has so much 
of the story behind the actual race been 
presented so colorfully and to so wide 
an audience, 

Since the last annual meeting, TRA ae- 
cepted 4 new members—Hagerstown in 
Maryland. Charles Town and Waterford 
Park in West Virginia, and Great Bar- 
rington in Massachusetts. 

TRA has provided leadership in many 
sitautions such as the following: 

Federal legislation which in any way in- 
volves or affects Thoroughbred racing is 
carefully watched and reported on to the 
membership. 

Off-course betting. hardy perennial of 


press, radio, and 


revenue-hungry politicians. was again in 
the news during 1958 and because any 
favorable action on off-course betting 
would set a dangerous precedent national- 
ly. your board of directors, at their Sep- 
tember meeting. reitersted Thoroughbred 
racing's unqualified opposition to legal- 
ization of off-course betting. 

Hearings in Washington have been cov- 
ered personally by TRA. and its officers 
and executive secretary have appeared be- 
fore committees and conferred with Wash- 
ington officials in order to make known 
racing's side of a legislative issue. 

In general. within the limits of its budget 


and manpower. TRA has maintained a 
continuing and expanding program of 


service for its members individually and 
collectively and a program of public re- 
lations for the sport generally. 

In touching on public relations, I'd like 
to call the membership’s attention to the 
fact that a large Eastern public relations 
firm which was spousoring a lecture series 
on public relations for executives request- 
ed material published by TRA to be used 
as an example of “how it’s done profes- 
sionally.” One item, a fact sheet on TRA, 
was cited as the finest example of its kind 
the firm’s staff committee had come 
across. This material was also used by an 
executive of the firm who instructed class- 
es in public relations at New York Uni- 
versity.

members. Early surveys were made on the 
initiative of the TRA. The interest and 
value of these surveys has been demon- 
strated by subsequent requests from mem- 
bers for further surveys. 

Among subjects covered by one or sev- 
eral such surveys are: attendance, admis- 


sion. parking. breakage, taxation, pro- 
grams, catering facilities. labor costs, 


purse distribution and various others. 

In addition to such surveys instituted or 
made at the request of members. TRA has 
made special reports to the membership 
on new and improved methods of opera- 
tion or new equipment. 

In 1958, a third student entered Vander- 
bilt University on the TRA’ Grantland 
Rice Memorial Scholarship. He is Larry 
Dougherty of Abilene. Texas. who was 
chosen from among applications from 29 
states. 

It is gratifying to report that both 
Charles Nord. of Wappinger Falls, N .Y.. 
and Thomas Templin, of Lexington, the 
earlicr scholarship recipients. are both 
among the top of their class and both are 
participating in the summer program 
which includes visits to breeding farms. 
and a course in The Jockey Club School 
for Officials.

Its circulation is 
limited to officers and directors of mem- 
ber tracks and to others within the in 
dustry whose names are submitted to TRA 
by a member track. TRA News is de 
signed to keep our members more fully 
informed of our activities and to thus 
sell them on the worth of TRA. It is ow 
sales medium to each other. 

All of the activities and projects I’ve 
mentioned, and many others, are per- 
formed with a paid staff of the TRA of 
only five persons, and as you know, Spen- 
cer Drayton, our executive secretary, can 
only devote a part of his time because of 
his TRPB responsibilities. 

You undoubtedly realize that your direc- 
tors. although geographically spread all 
over the United States, devote much time 
and thought to your problems and meet 
frequently to discuss them and to deter- 
mine the policy position of TRA on many 
matters. You should know, too, that none 
of us is compensated in any way, and our 
travel and other costs, even telephone, are 
borne by the individuals themselvas or by 
the tracks with whom they are associated. 

The TRA has made great strides in get- 
ting us all working together on broad 
issues of mutual interest. In the future I 
believe the TRA, through expanded co-op- 
eration, will accomplish even more.

1958 was the busiest in the 13-year 
history of the TRPB. Here is a comparison 
of 1957-1958 statistics: 

The number of tracks serviced by TRPB 
increased 8 per cent. The number of racing 
days at member tracks increased 14 per 
cent. Investigations jumped 37 per cent. 
Persons fingerprinted were up 69 per cent. 
Individuals checked through TRPB files at 
the request of member tracks and racing 
commissions skyrocketed from 11,000. to 
26.000 inquiries—a 135 per cent increase. 
Even tattooing of horses moved up 7 per 
cent—from 6.900 to 7.400. All this addi- 
tional work was accomplished with less 
than a 5 per cent increase in the budget. 

Let's review racing’s history since the 
formation of TRA in 1942 for the benefit 
of some of our newer member tracks. Be- 
fore the TRPB was organized racing was 
plagued with an outbreak of stimulations, 
ringer cases. hoodlum ownership of horses, 
jockey rings. fixed races, sponging Cases 
and problems involving comeback money. 
wire service and bookmaking. Race track 
owners knew that these problems threat- 
ened the very existence of racing. They 
knew that racing in previous years had 
been banned in such key states as New 
York, New Jersey. California and Texas. 

Recognizing the same potential threat, 
and desiring to protect their investments, 
TRA member tracks decided in 1945 to 
set up the TRPB as its permanent invest- 
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AND AS GOOD 


SEA O ERIN won $407,259, won stakes in each of five 


consecutive seasons. The “swift and the sound” win the races 
—we know, for we operate a racing stable. Take a look at 
Sea O Erin .. . his legs are as tough as iron and this 
streak of iron is as good as gold.

igative arm to thoroughly check on all 
allegations of corruption and irregularity 
in the sport. 

How effective has the TRPB been over 
the years? To answer this let us consider 
some of the current programs now in 
effect: 

1. In my first report to TRA members 
in December of 1946 I recommended the 
adoption of a code of standards for mem- 
ber tracks which attested to the fact track 
management intended to clean house 
from within. This TRA code works so 
well that at least one other sport is con- 


sidering using it 2s a model. Comeback 
money. illegal wire services, bookmaking 


and other undesirable practices were spe- 
cifically prohibited in the proposed code. 

It is a marked tribute to the caliber of 
men operating TRA tracks that they vol- 
untarily adopted, subscriped to and have 
since lived up to such a rigid code. I am 
firmly convinced that this forthright ac- 
tion on the part of TRA track manage- 
ment has been one of the outstanding 
factors in the continuing increased pub- 
lic confidence in Thoroughbred racing. 

2. The fingerprinting program, inau- 
gurated in 1946, helped racing to clean 
house swiftly and efficiently. It was the 
first time any such control had ever been 
set up in any sport. This project expelled 
from racing hundreds with serious crim- 
inal records. Once this program was initi- 
ated, scores of arsonists. narcotic addicts, 
fixers and hoodlums voluntarily left the 
sport fearing exposure. 

3. The tattoo program. which was set 
up in 1947, eliminated the ringer problem 
from racing. There has never been a ringer 
case involving a tatooed horse since the 
start of this tattoo project. In 1946, before 
institution of the tattoo program, there 
were 23 ringer cases. The record shows 
this program has eliminated the Tom Ma- 
lones and Paddy Barries who had been 
flagrantly active in ringer cases with con- 
siderable success, 

4. The special report program was set 
up in 1949 as a control to prevent serious 
violators from returning to the sport after 
they had been suspended. Through this 
program all racing commissions are kept 
currently informed concerning the com- 


plete backgrounds and records of these 
serious offenders against horse racing.

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Prior to this program, many racing li- 
censees had been permitted to return to 
the sport time after time. This program 
removed from racing racketeers such as 
Trigger Mike Coppola. basketball fixer 
Danny Lamont. race fixer Domenick 
Anzelone. and scores of other bad actors 
wio have no place in racing. 

5. During the last year, 2,261 field in- 
vestigations were conducted by the TRPB. 
These cover complete checks of every al- 
legation or rumor of dishonesty in racing. 
Where a violation existed, the facts were 
furnished to proper racing or prosecuting 
officials. 

As a result of these investigations it has 
been possible to prove that many of the 
rumors and allegations which are so pre- 
valent in the sport are without founda- 
tion. Our investigations have also served 
as a deterrent to racing violations. Stimu- 
lations have decreased appreciably over 
the years. Attempts to fix races and other 
frauds have diminished. 

In addition. practically every new owner 
applicant is completely investigated by 
TRPB agents. Through these investiga- 
tious many undesirables are prevented 
from obtaining licenses. 

6. TRPB supervision of track police 
and security functions is now conducted 
at 31 of the 41 TRA tracks. This super- 
vision is in addition to regular TRPB in- 
vestigative activities. 

The purpose of ths program is to co- 
ordinate the supervision of track police 
throughout the country so as to eliminate 
bookmakers from competing at tracks for 
business: to see that no hustlers or other 
undesirables interfere directly or indirect- 
ly with the comfort and enjoyment of 
patrons: to insure that no known rack- 
eteers or hoodlums frequent the tracks to 
the detriment of racing: and to prevent 
any incidents from developing which will 
create disorder or harm to track patrons. 
racing participants. employees, the track 
and the state. 

All of us are familiar with the difficul- 
ties experienced in attempting to  estab- 
lish national uniform racing rules and 
procedures in each of the 25 states where 
the sport is legalized. The TRPB. how- 
ever. has been able to accomplish this 
objective in its policing function at 3] 
member tracks. We have instituted nation- 
wide uniform policies and procedures 
which have resulted in a more effective. 
efficient and economical system of police 
protection. 

During 1958 over 820 bookmakers were 
ejected from TRA tracks where TRPB 
supervises the policing function. These 
ejections have certainly saved TRA mem- 
ber tracks and state treasuries many hun- 
dreds of thousands of revenue dollars 
which might have been diverted to book- 
makers. 

7. The TRPB also has a continuing 


intelligence program in which it maintains 


close contact with law enforcement 
agencies and investigative organizations 
on a nation-wide basis to develop general 
intelligence data on questionable persons 
in racing. The purpose of this program 
is to be sure that TRPB files contain all 
derogatory data concerning any individ- 
ual already in the sport or any attempting 
to enter the sport. 

I have outlined some of the major pro- 
grams of the TRPB. We believe these pro- 
grams have contributed substantially to 
the well being and increased public confi- 
dence in racing. 

With $2.300.000.000 wagered in racing 
last year you may be certain that those 
we have expelled from racing and others 
like them will try to obtain a new toe 
hold in the sport. Skulduggery in racing 
takes no holiday. enforcement 
agencies are constantly meeting new chal- 
lenges from the criminal element. 


Law 


Racing is no different. It must be pre- 


pared to cope with new fraudulent 
schemes—new gimmicks—new_ types. of 
stimulants and new ways to fix races. 


We are confident that our organization is 
prepared to cope with these problems. 


William Fitzgerald, en Fire Protection 


Today | want to talk to this group in 
the most practical and down to earth 
fashion possible and from a lifetime of ex- 
perience in a managerial capacity with the 
subject. Some facts I present will be 
grim, but we are dealing with a natural 
force that is not always nice. 

As a matter of fact, fire is never nice. 
It is always grim. all consuming. and de- 
vastatingly deadly. It is a killer in the 
most horrible manner imaginable. You 
will never fully appreciate its significance 
nor realize its power, deadliness, and aw- 
fulness until you come to grips with it 
in a wide variety of circumstances in the 
affairs of men. 

Also, fire is a cancer eating at the 
heart of the horse racing industry and it 
is plowing full steam ahead every year. I 
predict that. unless we of the horse racing 
industry take some positive measures to 
mitigate this evil, we shall eventually be 
downgraded in the forum of public opin- 
ion and may even be forced to battle for 
our very existence as an industry. 

Lest I be accused of an alarmist ap- 
proach, let us look at the record. In the 
past 3 years 133 Thoroughbred horses 
were burned to death and property losses 
amounting to approximately $645,000 were 
sustained. 

This is a grim and grisly record, one 
of which no one may be proud; nor can 
the record be viewed lightly. So you see 
that my talk is not alarmist nor scare 
selling. 

Consider the tragic end of just one 
Thoroughbred horse. the stake filly Here 
and There, owned by the King Ranch.

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She won the Alabama Stakes one day and 
that very night was burned to death in a 
stable fire at a race track. A $100,000 
property was destroyed very quickly and 
effectively. Aside from the monetary loss 
is the horror generated in the minds of 
millions of people as they contemplate 
the awfulness of Here and There’s fate. 

What to do about it? First of all we 
should realize that fires are burning at 
race tracks and ihat horses are wholly 
dependent upon us for safety. What we 
do. or fail to do. is governing the lives of 
the Thoroughbred horses committed to 
our care. 

At the outset I want you to know that 
fires are not acts of God, mysterious 
phenomena, events that cannot be fore- 
seen and guarded against: but rather 
they result from the acts of men, often 
foolish. but always careless and unthink- 
ing. For the first fact, discovered by any 
fire investigator, is that fires are caused 
by humans, by persons—lightning ex- 
cepted—not by horses or things such as 
hay. grain, tack room gear, or frame 
stables. These things will burn, but they 
must be ignited by the act of some person. 

It follows then that every person-— 
visitor, patron, occupant, and employee 
of a race track is—wittingly or unwitting- 
ly—a potential cause of fire. This is a 
harsh judgment, but a true evaluation, one 
that must be faced up to by race track 
management and become the subject of 


definite race track management controls 
and responsibilities, if race track fires 
are to be lessened in number and severity. 

The fire safety problem logically divides 
itself into 2 broad categories with similar 
basic features but widely divergent con- 
trol measures—the stable areas and_ the 
business areas. 

Stable areas are most vulnerable to dis- 
astrous fires. not alone from the stand- 
point of combustibility of structures and 
contents, but also from exposures to the 
human element. The combination is deadly 
in its possibilities: all the ingredients of 
fire disaster are assembled and ready for 
acton,. 

Stables usually are constructed entirely 
of combustible materials. wood sheathing 
over wood studs supported by wooden 
posts. girders and beams—open construc- 
tion 100 per cent subject to a single fire. 
These are no barriers to vertical or hori- 
zontal spread of fire. Contents—hay. 
straw, leather, feed sacks. and blankets— 
are easily ignitable, usually stored to 
accelerate rapid burning, are highly in- 
flammable. and once ignited they make a 
hot, rapid fire that spreads with incredible 
speed. Within 2 minutes after ignition 
of straw bedding in a stall, a horse might 
as well be standing in a foot of gasoline. 
Some igniters include heat lamps, dough- 
nut heaters, hot plates, and smokers. The 
combination is deadly, the elements of 
holocaust are ever present, they 


often—too often—materialize into confla- 
gration. 

This is the situation and the question 
arises. what may management do about 
them? What action may management take 
that will tend to prevent fires from  start- 
ing? 

To start with. fire prevention in_ its 
highest form is a partnership of manage- 
ment and employees. or. as in this case. the 
persons hired to work in the stable areas. 
The desire to prevent fires must well up 
from the bottom, be a conscious effort and 
desire of workers themselves. Management 
cannot accomplish the entire job alone. 
But they can do something. 

So we start off with a code of fire 
prevention ethics for employees: a code of 
regulations tending to eliminate unsafe 
fire conditions, unsafe practices, and pro- 
cesses that have been found to cause 
fires: a code of penalties for violations of 
the code; an enforcing agency to cite vio- 
lators; and a judicial process for enfore- 
ing penalties. 

The code should be in printed form, be 
speciafically placed in the hands of all 
affected thereby. be posted in public 
places and be widely disseminated so 
that no person cited may enter a defense 
of not knowing. 

The key official in any such program is 
the fire marshal. or safety director, who 
should be chosen on the basis of experi- 
ence in fire prevention work. Every em-

The very next race on the program, The 
Pageant Handicap, in which Duc de Fer defeated Mister Gus, 
was run under the same conditions and at the same distance 
8sths of a second slower than the race that Huntsville won. 
Later on at the same distance Huntsville decisively defeated 
Duc de Fer by over three lengths. Last year Huntsville was 
bred to two mares, and he got both of them in foal. Here 
is an opportunity to obtain a top young sire prospect, by a 
Belmont Stakes winner, out of a stakes winner and stakes 
producer, and a full brother to one of America’s 10 leading 
sires of 2-year-olds.

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ployee of the track should be an enforcing 
officer. The judicial process may well be 
latched onto the existing machinery of 
hearings and penalties for violation of 
racing rules. Stall managers, guards, po- 
lice. watchmen. and all employees of the 
track responsible to management are auto- 
matically members of the fire patrol. 
charged with the duty of enforcement of 
fire safety regulations. 

In the second area of fire defense. the 
business areas, problems are largely the 
same as in any concern serving the public. 
Common and special fire hazards are 
those of restaurants. grandstand. business 
offices. restrooms, and 
heating. 

Stable fires represent loss of horses but 
do not put the track out of business. But 
in the business areas a single fire may put 
the entire track out of business through 
loss of the tote board equipment and the 
grandstand. plus the ever present human 
factor. loss of life. A panic may easily 
cause loss of life during any fire occur- 
ring while the grandstand is occupied. 

Another facet, one that should color all 
management decisions relating to fire 
safety. is that. due to location, many tracks 
are on the outer perimeter of fire defense 
services. in the outskirts of cities, or even 
in rural territories having no organized 
fire defenses. 

Due to speed of race track fires, they 
seem to occur despite all efforts to pre- 


concessionaires. 


vent them. Dependence on control by ex- 
tinguishment through manual means, vol- 
unteer or municipal fire departments. or 
first aid fire fighting by track personnel 
is unsatisfactory. Too much time is con- 
sumed in discovery. giving the alarm, as- 
sembly of fire fighters and fire-fighting 
equipment and actual application of fire 
extinguishing agents to the fire. 

But there is a solution available. often 
called the 24-hour fire-fighter because it 
is on duty continuously after installation, 
never gets sick or takes a holiday, and it 
automatically starts extinguishing a fire 
as soon as it occurs, at the same time 
sounding an alarm. I refer to an automatic 
sprinkler system. 

There has never in history been loss of 
human life by fire in a building equipped 
with a supervised, standard automatic 
sprinkler system. Certainly too, automatic 
sprinkler systems will save Thoroughbred 
race horses from burning to death. 

At this point | want to enter an urgent 
plea to ownership and management of 
every race track in the nation to thor- 
oughly investigate installation of auto- 
matic sprinkler protection in every race 
track structure. This is the most solid and 
constructive advice that may be offered 
to any management. for such systems. 
properly installed and maintained. are 
the highest and best form of fire protec- 
tion. 

As the name implies. it is a method of 


automatically distributing water — onto 
fires and in such quantities that fires are 
extinguished or held in check. At the 
moment it begins to operate, a fire auto- 
matically actuates the system, which gives 
an alarm. It is on duty around the clock. 
Water is fed to an automatic sprinkler 
system by a system of piping. ordinarily 
attached to ceilings. with automatic sprink- 
ler heads attached at intervals along the 


piping. 
A dise in each head is held in place by 
fusible solder. When the temperature 


reaches 165 degrees in vicinity of head. 
water is sprayed onto fire. 

Another matter is commended to man- 
agement. At the present time there is a 
dearth of statistical data as to causes of 
fires at race tracks. It is therefore recom- 
mended that every fire at a race track, re- 
gardless of size or seriousness, be investi- 
gated by trained investigators to determine 
the exact cause. The data should be as- 
sembled at an appropriate central agency 
and be made available to all tracks. Such 
a body of statistical data will be invalu- 
able in approaching race track fire safety. 

Fire never takes a holiday, it is an ever- 
present threat. so any fire preventive pro- 
gram. if successful. cannot be a big, one- 
shot program. Rather, it is one requiring 
continual study. supervision, revision and 
enforcement. The price of fire safety is 
persistency. day-by-day application of 
tried-and-true rules of fire prevention.
